Disorders Unconfirmed 


The Adriatic issue is the most 


stubborn question 
remaining and 


with no indication of a compromise 
upon it. The Italian reports of dis- 
order at Spalato are not confirmed 
by American reports direct from 
that place. 
These latter reports 


show the Serbs worn effectually and 
peacefully while the Italian admiral 
is reported to be arresting a large 
number of Jugo Slavs. When the 
Americans intervened, the Italian 
•reply, the reports .state, was that 
the United States was not a party 
to tho secret treaty of London and, 
therefore had no status 'in the con- 
troversy. Such conditions' as these, 
it is pointed out, are seriously ham- 
ptnng the solution of the Adriatic 
question.

Bill Brings Out Hot 


Words 


By a vote of 19 to 9 the senate 


killed.the Olson .amendment to the 
whey butter law, and Senator Roethe 
immediately offered, another substi- 
tute amendment' to remove the label 
from the whey bntter.- Senator Beh- 
nott objected to the introduction of 
the substitute and the motion will 
be argued at another date. 


Senator Oscar Olson, author of 


the bill and the substitute amend- 
ment which was tacked on after the 
assembly had killed a similar bill' 
offered in the lower house by his 
brother, Assemblyman W. R. Olson, 
led the fight for 
tthe 
amendment 


which, would permit the manufac- 
ture aud salo of whey butter if it 
was separated by the centrifugal 
system immediately after the curd 
had been removed. 


Senator Roethe declared that 
a 


majority of the -ice cream manufac- 
tured in Wisconsin is 'made 
from 


whey cream, that in his own city of 
Fennimorc one plant manufactured 
and sold 14,000 gallons of ice cream 
last season from whey, cream. 


Senator Bennett said the amend- 


ment dynamites the dairy and food 
control of the industry in'Wiscon- 
sin and that it would make the law 
uneforcible unless a dairy inspector 
was stationed at all times in every 
creamery and cheese factory in the 
state. 


"This substitute 
amendment is 


the most brilliant piece of camou- 
flage I have seen yet," declared 
Senator Skogmo, who said he saw 
in the amendment the clever hand of 
Attorney T. C. Richmond. 


That statement was the cue for 


Senator Bennett to attack the firm 
of Jackman and Richmond as the 
champion lobbyists. He said while 
Jackman was 
representing 
the 


packers, and succeeded in killing the 
resolution in the .house to investi- | 
prate the business of the packers in 
Wisconsin, his partner, Richmond, 
was taking the part of the 
poor, 


down-trodden dairy farmers. 


"Tom 
Richmond cannot serve two 


masters," declared Bennett, "and he 
is not doing it now. He and his 
partner have been retained., by the 
'Big Five' ^to fight legislation here 
and I take' my hat off" to them on. 
the camouflage they are attempting 
to slip over in this 'amendment. The 
amei>'rnent is preposterous, f you 
want to permit the manufacture and 
sale of whey butter in Wisconsin be 
honest about it, repeal the present 
law, 
but don't try any camouflage 


like this, which would, be unenforce- 
able and give the packers absolute' 
control \over the dairy industry," 


Senator Olson denied that 
the 


packers were 
interested in 
the 


amendment. 
To the contrary he 


said they favored 
the law as it 


stands at present, which permits 
them to ship the whey cream over 
the state line, make butter and send 
it back into Wisconsin for "-sale. 


Senator Bennett moved indefinite

Senator Lenroot then passed to a 


consideration of the Round Kobin 
that had been signed by thirty-nine 
senators, iccfud,mg,himself in which 
it was declared that they would not 
have voted for the draft of the pres- 
ent league of peace constitution, in 
its present form and that the league 
of nations and the treaty of peac« 
with Germany -should be considered 
separately.

Cities Vote Inequality 


In, his detailed .examination of the 


league of nation's constitution, Sen- 
ator Lenroot declared that articles 
one to soven should be approved,,ex 
cept in one particular, the inequal- 
ity of voting power. 
Under the 


present plan the United States 
wonM have no greater Toting pow- 
er than Portugal, and added- that 
"either this Inequality most be rein 
edled or else our freedom of action 
must be preserved." Consideration 
was then given to the "di«krma- 
meht provision" of the league .con- 
stitution. 
"All that this article doe* te to 


direct the executive council to for- 
mulate * plan Cor disarmament and 
propose the n»me to the nation 
members .of the league, but its 
adoption is wholly optional 'with 
each government,". continued/ Sena- 
tor Lenroot" 
Thus, in the most 


important factor for the. prevention 
of future wars, the--reduction , of 
armaments, so strongly emphasized 
by President Wilson in his fourteen 
points, the, league is .powerless. The 
same observation can te mad* of 
:he second paagaph of the artick, 
relating to the manufacture of mu- 
nitions and'impJeaents of .war. The 
action of the .'league is advisory 
nerely.1 -We' should not be deceived 
jy any--representation that this 
eftgne'will insure reduction of arm- 
aments,, for it will not. .The fact is 
that through failure to include "a 
reduction" of armaments in thi»'con- 
stitution'now at'the end' of a terrible 
war, there is-no hope ;of securing'it 
during your lifetime or ;mino."

12 
to 15 "one is lead to,believe that 
they were separater drafts prepared 
to cover the samo subject and were 
incongruous. He said that article 
20 relating to labor was advisory

War," continued Senator Lenroot in 
conclusion, "and before the Mexican 
war, a league of nations with this 
proposed constitution had been cre-

: Mexico, and Arizona would still 
have been a part -of Mekico, and we 
would have been bound to protect 
Mexico. in, .her. possessions. If fol- 
lowing the Mexican war,and before 
the Spanish-American war, a leagua 
of nations had been enacted with the 
proposed constitution, Cuba end the 
Philippine Islands would still have 
been colonies of Spain. We could 
not have interfered in the Weyler 
butcheries in Cuba nor could the 
lengne of nations have done so. We 
entered that 'war with no selfish pur- 
pose.
